West Croplands

Already Bright Prospects Are Increased, Al- 
though Some Parts Report Precipitation 


Is Not Sufficient 


WINNIPEG, June 10.—Heavy, and opportune rain 
drenched large sections of western Canada croplands Thurs- 
day, increasing already bright prospects of prairie farmers. 
Particularly heavy and of special benefit were the steady 
rains general in Saskatchewan, adding to the good spring 
moisture supply which broke years of drought in some areas. 
Manitoba and Alberta also received good falls.

A Big Day's ‘'Bag"’ 

Franco's Insurgent airmen scored what 
is said to be their greatest success of its 
kind during the whole course of the war 
when five of them soared over Granollers 
the other day, dropped twenty bombs, and 
netted upwards of a thousand casualties, 
women and children outnumbering the 
mangled males five to one. 

Considering some of their former ex- 
ploits it may be doubted that Insurgent 
airmen never before killed and wounded 
so many civilians in a day, but surely 
they never “bagged” so many with so few 
bombs and at so small an expense of time, 
gasoline and explosives. No doubt in that, 
as in other branches of human activity, 
experience makes for proficiency. 

It is claimed by city authorities there 
was no military objective for the raid, 
that no attempt was made to bomb the 
railwey, forts troop concentrations, 
This may be exaggeration. It 1s to 
be hoped it is. But there is only too 
much reason to suspect it is the truth. 
The world has long since dismissed the 
supposition that civilians are killed in 
Spain only because bombs aimed at mili- 
tary targets miscarry. There have been 
too m stances in which the slaughter 
undoubtedly deliberate.

Low Says Bank Of Canada 
Responsible For Alberta 
Default 


Policy of the Bank of Canada 
must be drastically changed and 
the people of Canada must see to 
{t that this institution does such 
things as will realize the purpose 
of its creation, Hon. Solon E. Low, 
Provincial treasurer, declared in 
an address here on Thursday. 

He contended that “If the people 
of Canada see to it that their cen- 
tral bank makes adequate and 
timely preparations, it Will be pos. 
sible to escape the perils which an- 
other slump would unquestionably 
bring.” 

Mr. Low spoke on “The Bank of 
Canada." He contended that the 
recent announcement by the Dom- 
inion government, that the Bank of 
Canada was to be nationalized, in 
itself meant nothing. But its policy 
would have to be changed 


BLAME FOR DEFAULT . 
He charged that the Bank of 
Canada must accept the responsibil- 
ity for the Alberta default on de- 
benture maturities.

LESSON OF DEPRESSION 

Perhaps the outstanding 
lesson of the depression is be 
found in the profound change which 

has produced in ideas 
monetary policy. Thinking people 
have come to see that in this field 
more than in any other lies the key 
to economic prosperity and social 
progress 

It is now realized that a most 
potent weapon is available in the 
regulation of credit which bears 
the same relationship to the 
national economy that blood bears 
to the organism. The domain of 
credit for a thousand reasons be- 
longs absolutely to the state— 
and first among these reasons is 
the fact that upon the volume of 
credit largely depends the mater- 
ial welfare of every citizen of the 
state, 

In the report of the director of 
the International Labor Conference 
of the League of Nations, Geneva, 
1937, one finds on page 13 the fol- 
lowing indication of the trend of 
human thought on money questions 
today, “If the depression has shown 
one thing more clearly than any- 
thing else it is that economic pros- 
perity and social security depend 
more on monetary policy than on 
any other single factor. In former 
times the maintenance of the gold 
standard under the circumstances

BLIND ADITERENCE 

Recent history has proved beyond 


dispute that the gold standard can} 


no longer be relied upon to secure 
these ends, Though it may be hoped 


that gold will once more play its 
part in the adjustment of interna- 
| tional transactions, faith has been 
effectually destroyed in blind ad- 
herence to the system which made 
national currencies dependent on 


gold movement. It is now recogniz- 
ed that such adherence may be, and 
in some countries very demonstrab- 
ly has been, incompatible with 
| the maintenance of internal balance 
Hence the governments, while de- 
claring their intention to “maintain 
the greatest possible equilibrium in 
the system of international exchange 
and to avoid to the utmost extent 
the creation of any disturbance of 
that system,” nevertheless reserve to 
themselves the right in their policy 
towards international monetary re- 
lations to take “into full account the 
requirements of internal prosperity.” 


Again on page 46 of the same 
report, maintenance of internal 
Prosperity is definitely placed 
ahead of the foreign exchange 
value of our currency, “But one 
of the clearest teachings of the 
depression is that the maintenance 
of the domestic equilibrium must 
be the primary objective of mone- 
| tary policy, even if it entails 
lowering the external value of the 
currency.” 

The first point to be noticed 
these quotations is that many 
the old rigidities have become fluid 
The fixed relations of national cur- 
rencies to gold has gone, and though 
it is generally admitted that a new 
fixity in international monetary re- 
lations desirable, yet this ad- 
mission is now strictiy qualified by 
the condition that internal stability 


in

must in future take precedence over 
external stability This internal 
Stability can in no wise be main- 


tained unless a determined effort is 
put forward to develop to the full 
the internal market for goods and 


services. 
Our problem in Canada is not 
Over-production, but under -con- 


| sumption. The wheat pool budget of 

January 28 of this year points out 
very clearly the extent to which we 
| have yet to provide for the needs of 
our own people within these borders. 
Much more could yet be produced 
than now is being produced before 
a satisfactory standard of living for 
all our people could be reached, and 
| yet we find ourselves seeking for- 
eign markets for the bulk of our 
| production while many of the people 
within our own boundaries have far 
too little for their sustenance and 
;comfort. We find the Dominion 
government and the Bank of Canada 
spending all their effort on mainten. 
ance of a credit policy designed to 
assure a very favorable external 
balance, but at the same time com- 
pletely ignoring the possibilities of 
internal prosperity, 


Now let us turn to the Bank of 
Canada for an examination of the 
facts concerning its set-up and his- 
tory The Bank of Canada was 
brought into being as a result of the 
report made to the Dominion gov- 
ernment by the Royal Banking Com- 
mission in 1933. In the appendix to 
their report suggestions were made 
as to some of the main features of 
the constitution of a Central Bank 
of Canada. I quote here some of the 
most important for our present con- 
sideration: 

4—The Central Bank should be

rresponsible for the control of the 
volume of credit and the mainten- 
ance of the stability of the value of 
currency. This responsibility con- 
notes that the bank shouid be grant- 
ed the sole right of issuing currency 
for it would be intolerable that the 
Central Bank's policy should be 
hampered by the action of other is- 
| suing authorities in a country 

2 The bank should be the bank- 
er of the government; an@ if pos- 
sible, the provincial governments 

The bank should take over the 
issue and management of the public 
debt of the Dominion government 
and possibly of the provincial gov- 
ernments 

4-—The bank should concentrate 
the gold holdings of the country 
‘The normal effective reserve of a 
central bank is the amount of its 
reserve in excess of its legal mini- 
mum. It is now widely recognized 
that in order to allow central banks 
a large measure of freedom, their 
minimum legal reserve proportion 
should be relatively low; and recent- 
ly at the World Monetary and Eco- 
nomic conference it was recommend- 
ed that such minimum legal reserve 
should not exceed 25 per centum, 


PURPOSE OF LEGISLATION 

The Bank of Canada Act was as- 
sented to on July 3, 1934, and it is 
of interest to note the purpose of 


this legislation, as set out in the 
preamble to the act 
“Whereas it is desirable to 


establish a central bank in Can- 
ada to regulate credit and cur- 
tency in the best interests of the 
economical life of the nation, to 
control and protect the external 
field of the national monetary 
unit and to mitigate by its in- 
fluence fluctuations in the gen- 
eral life of production, trade 
prices and employment. so far as 
may be possible within the scope 
of monetary action, and generally 
to promote the economic and fin- 
ancial welfare of the Dominion.” 
The bank commenced operations 
on March 11, 1935. They immediate- 
ly purchased With their own paper 
the gold reserves against currency 
and bank credit in Canada, They 
assumed the liability for Dominion 
notes outstanding; and the chart- 
ered banks were required to reduce 
their own note issues of bank notes 
over a period of ten years to an 
amount not in excess of twenty-five 
per cent of their paid-up capital as 


at March 11, 1936. The Bank of 
Canada was given the right to 
make advances to governments 


both Dominion and provincial, and 
to chartered banks; also authority 
to purchase securities issued by the 


Dominion and provincial govern- 
| ments, 
CARRY OUT PURPOSE 

It is unnecessary to detail the 


powers vested in the bank under 
the act authorizing its creation, It 
is generally accepted that the 
powers conferred upon it by parlia- 
ment are sufficiently comprehen- 
sive to enable it to carry out the 
main purpose for which it was in- 
stituted. But a period of three years 
has elapsed since it commenced op- 
erations, and I suggest that it is 
essentially in the interests of Can- 
ada as a Whole to consider to what 
extent the bank has by its opera- 
tions promoted the economic and 
financial welfare of the Dominion 
It is reasonable to ask what it has 
done to assist the governments of 
Canada in meeting the burden of 
unemployment and in lowering the 
costs of government financing by 


the regulati of credit and cur- 


rency 

A survey of the 
ments issued by the bank reveals 
the fact that from the beginning 
their policy was ultra conservative 
When one considers the personnel 
of directorate and the governorship 
it leaves little to be wondered.

These figures show that during 
the three years of operation the 
bank has utterly failed to make use 
of its powers and possibilities to is- 
sue currency sufficient to take care 
of public needs Every thinking 
person realized in 1935 that the 
major problem in our land was 
shortage of money Every con- 
sumer in the land was beginning 
to measure the relationship between 
the few paltry pennies in his pock- 
ets and the huge piles of goods be- 
ing produced in the country that 
could be bought if the money was 
there 

But the bank has done nothing 
to change that condition in the 
three years of its operation, for, 
as indicated in the figures quoted, 
no more currency is in circulation 
now than was in the hands of the 
public in 1935.

balance of our country. 

Their own reports show that not- 
withstanding a reduction in the 
amount of circulating cash of fully 
20 per cent. since 1929, they, have 
made practically no increase what- 
ever though their gold reserves are 
much in excess of the minimum re- 
quired by the Bank of Canada act
